A ten days campaign to raise $40,- 
000 for a'new Y. M. C. A building 
was commenced’ to-day under most

by many representative citizens. 

Mr. J. W. Johnson, M P. P, occu- 
pied the chair At his right sat Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, ex-Mayor Graham 
Mr J. M. McLaughlin, of Oshawa, 
Mr. C .M Copeland, Provincial Sec. 
retary; Rev. Dr. Bishop and Rev. A. 
M Hubly At his left sat Messrs. C. 
K. Calhoun, International Secretary 
of ¥. M. C. A, work and leader of 
the campaign; J. C. Holden of Mon- 
treal; D. V. Sinclair, W. B. Deacon, 
J, Elliott, Walter Alford, J. P. C. 
Phillips, Revs. A S Kerr, B Greatrix 
and H. B. Kenny. 


the bountiful spread by mine host 
Jenkins, speech making was indulged 
in for some time. The singing of the 
National Anthem opened this part 
of the program. 

The chairman thanked the promo- 
ters for the honor conferred upon 
him by making him chairman of the 
gathering. He said we cannot Jo 
without the mercantile agency. We 
cannot do without the insurance. We 
cannot do without the Y. M,C A, 
which has for its object the training 
of the young men that they may be 


successful in mercantile and 
other pursuits, Mr. Johnson 
referred in an _ eulogistic man- 


mer to Mr. McLaughlin of Oshawa, 
and Mr. J. C. Holden, the latter a 
Belleville boy, who were two. suc- 
cessful business men. 

Mr. R. J. Graham, in the few 
minutes allotted to him, reviewed 
the ¥ M .C A work in this city, and 
the prospects for the future. For 
years it had been aimed at to have 
a proper building for the young men 
who are identified with the Y. M. C. 
A. At the end of the campaign he 
hoped that $40,000 would be secured 
for the new building. This schem- 
was mooted three years ago, but it 
has been put off owing to other 
schemes being in project, such as aid 
to the hospital. 

Mr. McLaughlin, of Oshawa, spoke 
of the social, intelectual and spirit- 
ual work of the Y. M. C. A. This 
Association, he contended, helped the 
church, being as they were the nur- 
series of the church.

Richmond Castle, in Yorkshire, 
Eng., has recently deen taken over 
by she Odiice'ot Werks, and it is prob- 
eble that before Jong further pro- 
vision will be made for its mainten- 
ance by Mr...Harcourt’s Ancient 
Monuments Protectian Bill. 

The castle, once the strongest and 
largest Norman keep in that country, 
_Was founded by ‘Alas Rufus, a son 
of oel, Count of Brittany, who 


came over with his kinsman, the Con- 
queror, and fought at Hastings. Dur- 
ing the early Scottish invasions and 
in the Wars of the Roses Richmond 
Castle held its own; indeed, was fam- 
ous as being

date ft passed into the 





possession of the Tudor family, and 
Edmund, «ho married Margaret Beau. 
fort, and became the father of Henry 
VII. (who was born Earl of Rich- 
mond), had a special preference for 
the place. Gradually, through neg- 
tect, it rell into decay, and has reo 
mained so for centuries. part, 
however, was preserved and is now 
converted into a storehouse for the 
North York Militia. 

The principal portion remaining, az 
here depicted, is an immense square 
tower on the north side, « structure 
of twellth century date.

It is 
hopeless, but memory tortures them 
with vain affection for the fleshly 
abode in which they formerly dwelt. 
Shakespeare is fall of allusions to the 
dwellers in the realm of shadows. But 
he, too, knows the meaning of philo- 
sophic doubt, for he makes Hamlet 
wonder whether the image of his fath- 
e- may not be some coinage of his 
fancy. He hesitates between contrary 
opinions, but inclines toward belief 
in the supernatural. He says to his 
friend: : 
There are more things in hearen and 
earth, Horatio, 
Than are dreamt of in thy philosophy. 
From Shakespeare’s day to now we 
have advanced in one particular. We 
know more of the composition of the 
brain and the susceptibilities of ner- 
vous tissue. We are assured today 
that a man may honestly believe he 
sees a ghost and yet see nothing but 
the projection of an image within his 
own brain. But as to the existence 
or non-existence of -chosts we are as 
ignorant as the ancient Esyptian or 
the modern redskin. Reason learned- 
ly as we may. ve cannot eradicate 
from our mind thrt vague feeling, 
half fear, half hope, that ghosts may 
be. Sir Thomas Browne touches on 
this matter with characteristic quaint- 
ness. Some people, he says, hope to 
see a ghost. that they may be per- 
suaded of the immortality of the soul. 
But he adds that the devil will never 
let them see one, for that would be to 
turn them away from himself.

14.—Oscar Erbsloel, the German aero-

sloeh burst at’ a height. of several 
hundred feet and dropped to the earth 
a crumbled mass. 2 

The craft was of the non-rigid type, 
178 feet in length and 33 feet in dia- 
meter. The motors were of 125 horse- 
power and drove the airship at a 
speed of 231-2 miles an hour. The 
war department recently purchased 
one of Erbsloch’s balloons. 

The cause of the accident is a mat-

DANCING STARS. 


The Twinklers Seem to Jump When 
Viewed Through a Telescope. 

One of the most interesting things 
appearing in the telescope when that 
instrument is polnting beavenward ts 
the appearance of jumping stars. Of 
course we can see stars twinkle with 
out a telescope, but with a telescope 
they may be seen to jump and actual. 
ly to dance. The cause is tho same— 
mixiog currents of light and heary 
alr causing refraction or bending of 
the rays of light coming from the star. 
We can see the same phenomenon by, 
looking at a small object In a room 
through the alr directly orer a bot 
radiator, The object scems to jump 
and dance as if playing hide and seek 
with Itself. 

This Jomping tn the telescope or 
twinkling to the raked eye bas also 
been explained by what is called in- 
terference. If two sources of light are 
placed close to each otber, then on a 
screen placed properly we can catch 
an alternate band of white and dark 
Unes, Of course if the eye be’ placed 
at a dark line it can see nelther source 
of light. The production of these darx 
ilnes ts accomplished. by different 
Nght wares reaching the screen in op- 
posite phases so a3 to blot out or can- 
cel the effect due to each. In like man- 
ner it can be shown that if the star 
bas polychromatic light it can and has 
actually been observed to change color 
from this effect alone. 

The best time to observe this effect 
of star dancing $s on a ‘cold, crisp 
night. The telescope should. be pdint- 
ed to a twinkling star as near the 
horizon as can be found, as to see a 
star on tbe horizon we have to Jook 
through mech more atmosphere than 
to see one In the zenith, and there is 
consequently more chance for varied 
currents,—St. Louls Republic,

Treaty Gave U.S. No Proprietorship 
In British Groun 


London, July 27.—(C.A.P. Cable.)— | 


‘At The Hague fisheries dispute _tri- 
bunal, Counsel Robson, dealing with 
the American assertion, said the 
treaty of 1818 accorded them sove- 
‘reignty in British territorial waters, 
and maintained the historic argu- 
ments put forward by the Americans 
in support of the contention that the 
treaty accorded them an international 
“servitude,”* 

He proceeded to argue that if Am- 
erica had the right to decide. whether 
the legislation of the British colonies 
concerning the fisheries was reason- 
able, the arbitration tribunal could 
never examine whether America re- 
fuses, rightly or wrongly, to recognize 
such legislation. 

He opposed the American view that 
such laws were unnecessary for the 
protection of the fisheries and the 
preservation of the fish and he argu- 
ed that before 1783 fishermen in Brit- 
ish colonies were everywhere subject- 
ed to the Jaws and regulations re- 
garding the fishing treaty, which 
“accorded” to Americans the same 
right as they had formerly te come to 
fish in waters subject to local regula- 
tions. The right had not been in- 
creased by their independence, and 
in the course of the ‘negotiations for 
the treaty of 1818 America had recog- 
nized that Britain had exclusive jur- 
isdiction in these waters. In the 
treaty America had not been given 
a share in the fisheries as a co-pro- 
prietor with Britain, but only the 
“liberty.” the permission, to fish; 
that is to say, under the same condi- 
ens as British fishermen in Austra- 
ia.

The block containing the building 
\with its big gateway, like a Porte 
Cochere, in the centre, is there still, 
but its appearance is changed, and 
one might almost say, like in so many 
similar cases in the West End where 
churches have been turned into stores 
and theatres, the money-changers 
jhave entered the temple. 

Stores and business places are oc 
cupying the lower part of the block 
now, but the gilded mortar which was 
there when the convent existed, the 
sign of the old-fashioned physician, 
is still to be seen in front, and in the 
tear there are the ruins of the once- | 
beautiful convent garden, with here 
and there in corners the battered holy 
Statnes that adorned it. 

That littl garden’ was 
place of recreation the little nuns had; | 
and there’ they walked and ineditated. 
This exercise and their.,walk to early | 
Mass at St. James Church, on the 
corner of St. Denis and St. Catherine 
‘streeta, were their only outings. 

As a rule, they wore a black habit. 
with a small white frill projecting 
from that part which framed the face; 
on feasts days it was quite a treat to 
see them walk to and from the church | 
in their special habit with the crim- 
son front, upon which the face of the 
Saviour was painted. j 

Tradition has it that they slept in 
coffins, which were mounted on 
‘trestles, and contained a pillow and 
,a blanket, and that the only other | 
furniture of their rooms or cells con- 
sisted of a little table with a crucifix 
and a death's. head. BO | 

At least one such cell existed, fur- 
nished in exactly that manner, but 
whether they actually gept in the 
coffin is a matter of untertainty in 
view of statements made, *by those 
who should know, at the present day. 
Suffice it that ten yeara ago some of 
the littl nuns told the numerous 
faithful who were visitors to the 
Strange convent that they did. 

The rigor of their devotions is net 
however, to be doubted even at the 
present time. F 

They spent seven and a half houra ; 
at prayer each day. They retired to 
sleep at haif-past eight, and arose at 
midnight. Then, like the Trappists, 
who, however, do not sleep again, 
they devoted an hour and a_ half, 
when all the busy world was asleep, | 
to more religious exercises, after | 
which they retired once more, to rise 
again for the spiritual and mundane 
tasks of the day, at five o'clock. 

On Fridays they scourged one an- 
other with the same knotted scourges 
of many lashes which the Trappists | 
ure in their devotional system. 

And, in reading this, remember that 
when the order was, so to speak, at j 
the height of its prosperity, the Sister 
Superior was apparently “not much 
more than twenty-five years old, and 
the little nuns ranged in are all the 
way down from twenty to filteen. 

All this may seem strange to those 
who pride themserves on Sein world- 
ly wise, the scoffers, und cynics; but 
careful investigations made at that | 
time showed that the matter was trag | 
gically real to those little women.

The famous French prison known 
as the Bastille was started on April 
=, 1356, by order of Charles-V. The 
Bastilly turned out to be an import-

it was provided with vast. bulwark:

seventy. to cighty prisoners, a num-

Sit Thomas Lipton is, in his modest 
way, proud of being a self-made man, 
and often gloricd in his great central 
warchouses in the City Road, London, 
in recalling the time when he, per- 
forec, had to toil something like seven- 
teen hours a day. From the London 
centre he and his staff are directly in 
communication with the main 
branches of the business in Liverpool, 
Glasgow, and Dublin.

, life,” whereas the style and prece- 
dence of peers’ wives continucs only 
during their widowhood. 

A_baronet’s wife’s style title is 
“lady, madame, or dame"; and I 
think that the strict consequence of 
the terms of a baronct’s patent is that 
the widow of Sir A.B. marrying Mr. 
C. could call hersclf Lady C: with 
perfect legal impunity—that is, in- 
stead of calling themselves Mr. C. 
and Lady B. she and her second hus- 
band could be announced as Mr. and 
Lady C. This curious departure from 
invariable custom has passed almost 
without notice, but there is no doubt 
that every baronct’s patent creates 
two lifeholders of the dignity.—The 
uraphic.

Grain Growers Ask Sir Wilfrid 
to Secure Free Trade. 





One Speaker at Saskatoon Oversteps 
the Mark In His Address on the 
Occasion of the Saskatoon Recep- 
tion—Wants Protection and Mush- 
room Aristocracy Killed In Canada 
—A Big Gathering. 


Saskatoon, Sask., July 30.—The 
&tain-growers Of this district overstep- 
ped the work of their conference with 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier yesterday, and got 
a sharp rebuke from the Premier. 

John Evans, president of the asso- 
ciation, a self-declared Liberal of the 
Gladstone type, but also an unsue- 
cessful candidate for the Conservative 
Domination, allowed his tongue to run 
away with his discretion. From their 
altitude lately the grain-growers, who 
have adopted an organized campaign, 
apparently assume that the members 
of the Government will stand for any 
Kind of talk. 

Mr. Evans started out by defining 
-protection as “organized robbery” and 
us the mother of trusts, as you, Sir 
Wilfrid, said sixteen years ago. 

In connection with the iron and 
steel bounties he spoke of “that mush- 
fuum uristocracy, monsters of graft, 
that has Leen swollen since 196, or 
Since you came into power,” and said 
“tse Liberal Government has depart- 
ed from all principles of Liberalism 
and to-lay is the most conservative 
government on the face of the civiliz- 
ed world, You said you would skin 
the Lear of protection; but we would 
like to know what you have done with 
the hide.” 

E. M. Macdonald, M.P. of Pictou, 
here interrupted with “You are mak- 
ing a political speech.” 

“No,” was the reply, “I am speak- 
ing from the standpoint of the farm. 
ers’’—(cheers)—1 voted for Sir Wilfrid 
in 1896." 

Dealing with the Hudson Bay Rail- 
road, Thomas Lawrence, formerly of 
Penetanguishene, Gat.. declared that 
Sir John A. Macdonald had made a 
football of the Hudson Bay project, 
and he added Sir Wilfrid, ‘Don’t 
promise more than once.”

The Premier, alter saying good- 
hurmoredly that there was “more Tory 
politics than yprain-growing in one of 
the speeches,” went on to answer 
Evans’ charges. He denied that he 
had preached: free trade. He had 
promised only “freer trade.”” He said 
at would be impossible to raise reve- 
nue’ by direct taxation in Canada 
Conservatives, not Liberals, had in- 
troduced protection, and Liberals hat 
reluced it. Re 

“We have reduced taxation and, as 
I hope, we shall reluce it again,”” he 
declared. “It is not fair to say that 
we have been an easy’ mark. Steel 
bounties were introduced by the Con- 
servatives. H{ any one has been an 
easy mark, it is not the Laurier Gov- 
ernment. 

“T admit that we have not given 
tariff reduction as fast as the pro- 
ducers of the west would desire. It iz 
not our policy tu tinked with the tar- 
iff.

The Laurentic arrived at this place 
shortly after three o'clock, In- 
spector Dew came ashore on the Gov- 
ernment tender to await the arrival 
of the Montrose, which is due here 
during Sunday afternoon. 

In an interview, the inspector said ' 
that he had come here to carry out | 
instructions. He, of course, declined 
to make any statement respecting the | 
case, and professed that he had not * 
received any information as to whe- 
ther the individual he came to see had 
been identified as Dr. Crippen or not 

He knew the man personally, and 
was certain he would recognize Crip- 
pen if he really was on the Montrose. 

_ He is stopping at a private board- 
ing house, along with the provincial 
police officers, whe have comme armed | 
with the necessary warrant for the ar- 
vest of the suspected parties, ; 

Besides being extremely reticent, , 
Inspector Dew was visibly annoyed 
when having to‘ face the cameras of 
the pressmen, and cndeavored to re. !

He 
had read of the case on his former 
voyage, and when he was in England 
he saw pictures of both of the fugi- 
tives in the London papers and when 
in Antwerp. He did not send his mes- 
sage till he had closely watched the 
man and was sure that he was the
